ONE OF THE HANDSOMEST BOOKS to come to attention in some years has just been published 
by Gordon Dunthorne, author and compiler, and printed by the Lakeside Press. It is Flower 
uid Fruit Prints of the 18th and Early 19th Centuries, Their History, Makers and Uses, With 
1 Catalogue Raisonné of the Works In Which They are Found. The point of view is definitely 
that of a print collector. The lack of published information on the subject of flower prints 
increases the value of this volume. Various groups will delight in the book: collectors, seekers 
after material for decoration and design, print departments, museums, reference and art libra- 
ries, and those interested in graphic arts. Part I traces the history of flower and fruit prints 
ind devotes one chapter to descriptions of graphic processes. The beautiful illustrations are 
reproduced by Deeptone offset lithography; thirty-seven are in color, forty-two in black and 
white. Part II comprises 107 of the 275 pages in the book and is the “Catalogue Raisoneé,” 
giving “complete descriptions of the characteristics of each print, artist, engraver, publisher, 
and other details necessary for their identification.” The book is a large quarto, and in type, 
paper, binding, and design is completely satisfactory, never ornate, but worthy of its charming 
subject matter. An edition of 2,500 copies has been printed; 750 of these were subscribed for 
in advance. The price is $20. Libraries having special funds for such items, or knowing of 
trustees, friends, and clubs that are gift-minded, would do well to act quickly to secure it.

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HE first requisite to successful work in reader guidance is not 

large staff, nor funds, nor time, nor other material resources, but 
conviction that the public library should be and can be the most impor- 
tant agency in the community for informal self-education. 


This book is not offered as a col- 
lection of aids or specifications, 
but rather as a gleaning from 
experience which seems appli- 
cable in any well-staffed library, 
large or small. 


Part I answers briefly the “how- 
to-do-it” questions often asked 
concerning advisory service — 
what’s involved, how it is con- 
ducted, the extent to which it may 
be simplified by small libraries 
and still be effective. 


Part II, with its bibliographies, 
guides the librarian through such 
studies as: who use public libra- 
ries, what is adult education, 


what is the library’s role, what 
subjects interest readers, reada- 
bility and remedial reading. 


Part III suggests how the libra- 
rian may acquire a background 
of sympathetic understanding of 
the patron. 


Part IV summarizes what has 
been learned about readability 
and provides simple directions 
for judging the readability of a 
book. 

Each of the four parts provides 
a guide to selected readings in 
which the librarian can carry 
further his own study of the 
problems. 
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
